G.S.R. 65#.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and in supersession of the Import and Export Trade Control 
Organisation (Class I and Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1962, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class I 
and Class II Posts in the Import and Export Trade Control Organisation under thn 
Ministry of Foreign Trade, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade, Import and Export Trade Control Organisation (Class I and 
Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1970.

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st February, 1970. 

2- Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified In column 1 of the 
Schedule hereto annexed. 


3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay. — The number of posts, 
their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment age limit and qualifications etc. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be a3 specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 


Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 8 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to any Scheduled Caste or 
Scheduled Tribe or other special categories in accordance with the general ordera 
Issued by the Central Government from time to time. 


8- Disqualifications — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who baa a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule- 


0. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
In writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons or posts. 
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7- da as I Status and seniority- — (1) All persons regularly appointed as 
Controllers Class 1 In the scale of pay of Rs. 740 — 000 (revised) shall, conse- 
quent on the abolition of Class I posts of Controllers, be deemed to be 
Controllers under these rules. 

(2) Notwithstanding any thing contained in sub-rule (1), such Conti Hers 
shall continue to enjoy the Class I status as personal to them and all such Con- 
trollers shall be senior to all other Controllers Class II.

2- Definitions: — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) "appointing authority" In relation to any Grade means the authority 

empowered under the provisions of Indian Railway Establishment 
Code, Volume I, to make appointments to that Grade; 

(b) "appointed day” means the date on which these rules come into force; 

<c) “approved service” in relation to any Grade means the period or 
periods of service in that Grade tendered after selection, according to 
prescribed procedure, for long-term appointment to that Grade and 
includes any period or periods during which an officer would have 
held a duty post in that Grade but for his being on leave or other- 
wise not being available for holding such post; 

<d) "authorised permanent strength” in relation to any Grade means the 
strength of permanent unspecified posts in that Grade against which 
substantive appointments may be made; 

<c) “cadre" means the group of posts in the Upper Division and Lower 
Division Grades of the service in the office of the Railway Board; 

<f) "cadre officer” in relation to any Grade of the Service means a mem- 
ber of the service of the Grade and Includes a temporary officer 
approved for long-term appointment to that Grade; 

•(g) "commission” means the Union Public Service Commission; 

<h) “direct recruit” means a person recruited to the Lower Division Grade 
on the basis of a competitive examination held by the Commission 
or by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways; 

<i) "duty post” in relation to any Grade means a permanent or tempo- 
rary post of that Grade; 

<j) “Grade” means any of the Grades specified in rule 3. 

<k) "long-term appointment” means appointment for any indefinite period 
as distinguished from a purely temporary or ad hoc appointment, 
like appointment against a leave vacancy or other local vacancy of 
a specified duration; 

.(1) “permanent officer” in relation to any Grade means a person who has 
been substantively appointed to a substantive vacancy In that 
Grade; 

,( m ) "probationer” means a direct recruit appointed to a Grade on pro- 
bation in or against a substantive vacancy; 

Tn) “Schedule” means the Schedule to these Rules; 

(o) “Select List” means the Select List prepared under sub-rule (3) of 
Rule 8; 

^p) "gervice” means the Railway Board Secretariat Clerica. Service; 
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(q) "temporary officer' ' In relation to any Grade means a person bolding a 
temporary or officiating appointment in that Grade on the basis of 
his being regularly approved for such appointment. 

Provided that any person who has rendered not less than three years’ con- 
tinuous service as Upper Division Clerk or as Assistant in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways and who does not hold a substantive appointment under the Central Gov- 
ernment shall be considered as a temporary officer of the Lower Division Grade’ 
of the service. 

3. Composition of the Service — -(1) There shall be two Grades In the service,- 
namely : — 

(i) the Upper Division Grade; and 
(li) the Lower Division Grade. 

(2) The posts in both the Grades shall be non-gazetted posts classified as 
Class III — Ministerial- 

4. Authorised permanent strength and temporary strength of the Service: — 

The authorised permanent strength of the two Grades of the service on the ap- 
pointed day shall be as follows:— 

Upper Division Grade 86 

Lower Division Grade 334 

The authorised temporary strength of the two Grades of the Service on the- 
appointed day shall be such as may be determined by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Railways. 

(2) After the appointed day, the authorised permanent and temporary 
strength of the two Grades shall be such as may from time to time determined by 
the Centra] Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

5- Exclusion of duty posts from the cadre — Any duty post in a Grade may 
he declared by the Ministry of Railways to be excluded from the service: — 

(i) if such post is required for the time being to be filled by the appoint- 

ment of persons possessing special or technical qualifications or ex- 
perience; or 

(ii) if it is necessary for the time being to fill such post by a person other 

than a member of the service of the appropriate Grade; and the post 
shall remain excluded from the service so long as such declaration 
remains In force. 

6 . Duty post to be held by the members of the service. — Every duty post in 
the service shall unless declared to be excluded from the service under rule 5 
or held in abeyance for any reason, be held by a member of the service. 

7- Substantive appointments In the Service: — All substantive appointments 
shall be made to the appropriate Grade of the Service and not against any 
specified duty post in that Grade. 

8. Recruitment to the Upper Division Grade of the Service.— (1) Substantive 
vacancies in the Upper Division Grade of the Service shall be filled by the sub- 
stantive appointments of persons included In the Select List for that Grade, such 
appointments being made in the order of seniority in the Select List except when, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, a person is not considered fit for such ap- 
pointment in his turn. 

(2) Temporary vacancies In the Upper Division Grade shall be filled by the 
appointment of persons Included in the Select List for the Grade. Any vacan- 
cies remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by the temporary promotion on 
the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, of permanent officers’ 
of the Lower Division Grade who have rendered not less than 8 years’ approved 
service In the Grade, Such promotions shall be terminated when persons in- 
cluded in Select List for the Upper Division Grade become available to fill the 
vacancies. 
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Provided that, if any person appointed to the Lower Division Grade before 
the appointed day is considered for promotion to the Upper Division Grade in 
accordance with the provisions of this sub-rule, all persons senior to him in the 
Lower Division Grade shall also be so considered notwithstanding that they may 
not have rendered 8 years approved service in that Grade. 

(3) For the purpose of this rule, a Select List shall be prepared and may be 
revised from time to time. The procedure for preparing and revising the 
Select List shall be as set out in the Schedule. 

(4) The length of approved service for promotion to the Upper Division Grade 
-prescribed in sub-rule (2) may be reviewed by the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways once every three years and revised if found necessary. 

9- Recruitment to the Lower Division Grade of the Service. — (l) Vacancies in 
ihe Lower Division Grade shall be filled in the following manner namely: — 

(a) ten per cent of vacancies may be filled by appointment of Class IV 
employee (borne on regular establishment) working in the Ministry 
of Railways (Railway Board) on the basis of competitive examina- 
tion held for the purpose by the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Railways: 

Provided that if sufficient number of persons do not become available, the 
vacancies shall be filled in the manner prescribed in clause (b). 

.(b) Ninety per cent of the vacancies or such higher percentage as may- 
be determined by the Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways in accordance with the proviso to Clause (a) shall be filled by 
direct recruitment on the basig of competitive examination held for 
the purpose by the Commission,; 

Provided to the extent a sufficient number of qualified candidates of 
the competitive examination referred to in clause (a) and (b) 
are not available, for appointment, on the results of such examine' 
tions, the vacancies may be filled provisionally or on regular 
basis in such manner as may be prescribed by the Central Govern- 
ment in the Ministry of Railways in consultation with the com- 
mission. 

(2) The Central Government in the Ministry of Railways may specify the 
number of vacancies in the Lower Division Grade of the services to be filled 
permanently or temporarily on the results of any examinations referred to in 
sub-rule (1). 

(3) Substantive appointments to substantive vacancies in the Grade other 
than those to be permanently filled in pursuance of any order made under sub- 
rule (2) shall In the first instance, be made from among the temporary officers 
of the Grade who have either passed the typewriting test for this Grade, or 
"have been specifically exempted therefrom In consultation with the Ministry of 
Home Affairs and shall thereafter if any vacancies are left unfilled, be made 
from among the remaining temporary officers of the Grade. The appointments 
shall In either case be made In order of seniority of the temporary officers ex- 
cept when for reasons to be recorded in writing a person is not considered fit 
for substantive appointment In his turn in this Grade. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of this sub-rule the expression “temporary 
officer’’ does not include an officer referred to In the proviso to clause (q) of 
rule 2. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-rule (3) substantive appoint- 
ments to substantive vacancies in the Lower Division Grade shall also be made 
from among the officers referred to in the proviso to clause (q) of rule 2. 

(5) The rules for the competitive examinations referred to in sub-rule (1) 
shall be as determined by the regulations made by the Central Government In 
-the Ministry of Railways in consultation with the Commission- 

10. Power to make temporary appointments against substantive vacancies- 

A substantive vacancy may be filled temporarily In accordance with the provi- 
sions governing appointments to temporary vacancies in the relevant Grade until 
It Is filled in accordance with the provisions governing permanent appointments 
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11. Probation. — (1) A direct recruit appointed to the Lower Division Grade of 
The Servlet against a substantive vacancy shall initially be appointed on proba- 
tion, the period of probation being two years from the date of appointment. 

(2) Every person shall, when first appointed to the Upper Division Grade be 
•on trial lor a period of two years from the date of appointment. 

(3) The period of probation or trial specified In sub-rules (1) and (2) may, 
If the appointing authority deems fit, be extended or curtailed In any case, but 
the total period of extension of probation or trial shall not, save where it is 
necessary by reason of any departmental or legal proceedings pending against 
the officer, exceed one year. 

(4) During the probation or trial, a member of the service may be required 
to undergo such training and to pass such tests as the Ministry of Railways 
(Railway Board) may from time to time prescribe. 

12. Confirmation of probationers. — When the member of the service appointed 
to a Grade on probation or on trial has passed the prescribed test including the 
type-writing test and has completed his probation or trial to the satisfaction of the 
appointing authority, he shall be eligible to be substantively appointed or conti- 
nued therein as the case may be, in accordance with the provisions of rule 8 or 
Tule 9- 

(2) When a probationer in the Lower Division Grade has passed the prescribed 
tests and also completed his probation to the satisfaction of the appointing autho- 
rity, he shall be eligible for confirmation in that Grade. Until a probationer is 
■confirmed under this rule or is discharged or reverted under the provisions of 
rule 13, he shall continue to have the status of a probationer. 

13. Discharge or reversion of probationers. — (1) An Officer appointed to the 
Lower Division Grade of the service who has no lien on any post under the Central 
“Government or any Stale Government shall, while on probation, be liable to be 
■discharged from the service at any time without notice, if— 

(i) On the basis of his performance or conduct during probation, he is con- 

sidered unfit for further retention In the service; or 

(ii) if on the receipt of any information relating to his nationality, age, 

health or antecedents, the appointing authority is satisfied that he Is 
ineligible or otherwise unfit for being a member of the service. 

(2) An officer appointed to the Lower Division Grade of the service who holds 
■a lien on a post under the Central Government or any State Government may, 
-while on probation be reverted to such post at any time in any of the circumstances 
“apeclfled In sub-rule (1), 

(3) An officer appointed to the Lower Division Grade of the service who i s not 
considered suitable fqr confirmation or continuance in the Grade, as the case may 
T>e, during or at the end of the period of probation prescribed In sub-rule (1) of 
rule 11 or at the end of the extended period of probation under sub-rule (3) of 
that rule, shall be discharged or reverted in accordance with sub-rule (1) or sub- 
rule (2) as the case may be- 

(4) A member of the service on trial in the Upper Division Grade who is not 
considered suitable for continuance in that Grade during or at the end of the period 
of trial prescribed in sub-rule (2) of rule 11 or the extended period if any, under 
-sub-rule (3), of that rule, shall be reverted to the Lower Division Grade. 

14. Seniority. — (1) The relative seniority of the members of the service appointed 
to any Grade before the appointed day shall be regulated bv their relative seniority 
as determined before that day; 

Provided that if the seniority of any such officer had not been specifically 
determined before the appointed day. it shall be as determined by the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

Provided further that the seniority of an officer referred to in the proviso to 
clause (q) of rule 2 shall be determined by the Central Government in the Minis- 
try of Railways by taking into account the continuous length of regular service 
Tendered before the appointed day by such officer in the Grade of Lower Division 
■or In any higher Grade in the office of the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board 
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(2) All permanent officers Included in the respective Grades on the appointed^ 
day shall rank senior to all persons substantively appointed to that Grade with 
effect from any date after the appointed day, and all temporary officers included 
in the respective Grades on the appointed day shall rank senior to all temporary 
officers appointed to that Grade with effect from any date after the appointed 
day. 

(3) Except as provided in sub-rule (4), the seniority of persons appointed to 
any Grade after the appointed day shall be determined in the following manner, 
namely: — 


Upper Division Grade 

(i) Permanent Officers . — The seniority inter se of officers substantively appoint- 
ed to the Grade after the appointed day shall be regulated by the order 
in which they are so appointed to the Grade- 

(ii) Temporary Officers . — The seniority inter se of temporary officers appointed 
to the Grade after the appointed day shall be regulated as follows namely: — 

(a) Persons included in the Select List for the Grade shall rank senior 

en bloc to those not Included in the Select List. 

(b) The seniority inter se of persons included in the Select List shall be In 

the order in which their names are Included in the Select List. 

(c) The seniority inter se of persons not included in the Select List shall 

be regulated by the order in which they are approved for long-term 

appointment to the Grade. 


11. Lower Division Grade 

(1) Permanent Officers . — The seniority inter se of officers substantively appoint- 
ed to the Grade after the appointd day shall be regulated by the order they are 
so appointed to the Grade. Direct recruits appointed against substantive vacan- 
cies reserved for direct recruitment shall rank Inter se according to the order of 
merit in which they are placed at the competitive examination on the results of 
which they are recruited, the recruits of an earlier examination bing ranked 
senior to those of a later examination. 

(Ii) Temporary Officers. — Persons appointed to the Grade after the appointed 
day shall rank inter se in the order of merit in which they are placed at the 
competitive examinations on the results of which they are recruited, the recruits 
of an earlier competitive examination being ranked senior to those of a later 
examination : 

Provided that the qualified candidates of the competitive examination held 
in a particular year by the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Railways shall en bloc be ranked junior to the recruits of the com- 
petitive examination held in that year by the Commission; 

Provided further that the seniority of persons appointed on regular basis under 
the proviso to clause (b) sub-rule (1) of rule 9 shall be determined in accordance 
with the principles laid down by the Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways In consultation with the Commission- 

(4) All persons substantively appointed to a Grade shall rank senior those 
holding temporary or officiating appointments in that Grade. 

15. Pay. — The scales of pay attached to the two Grades of the Service shall 
be as follows, namely: 

(I) Upper Division Grade: Rs. 1.30 — 5 — 100—8 — 200 — EB — 8 — 250 — EB — 8 — 
280. 

(Ii) Lower Division Grade; Rs. 110—3—131 — 4—155 — EB — 4 — 175 — 5 — 180. 

Provided that officers appointed before 1st July, 1959 shall be entitled to draw 
pay in the scale of pay admissible to them in accordance with the provisions of 
the Railway Services (Authorised Pay) Rules, I960- 
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16 , Regulations of pay. (1) The pay and increments of officers of the two 
Grades shall be regulated in accordance with the Indian Railway Establishment 
Code or other similar rules for the time being in force. 

(2) The pay of a probationer may on his completing each year of probation 
to the satisfaction of the appointing authority and passing the prescribed periodi- 
cal tests, be raised by one stage in the tim<* scale. 

17. Regulations. — The Central Government in the Ministry of Railways may 
make regulations not inconsistent with these roles, to provide for all matters for 
which provision is necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to 
these rules- 

18- Residuary matters — In regard to matters not specifically covered by these 
rules or by regulations or orders made or Issued thereunder, or by special orders, 
the members of the service shall be governed by the rules, regulations and orders 
applicable to the Rahway Services In general- 

19. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it la 
necessary' or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and in consultation with the Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

20. Interpretation. — If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these 
rules or the regulations made thereunder, it shall be referred to the Central 
Government for decision. 

21. Over-rldlng effect of the roles.— Any rules or orders in force Immediately 
before the appointed day shall not apply to the extent they are inconsistent with 
or repugnant to these rules.

Regulations for the constitution and maintenance of the Select Lists for the Upper 

Division Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service. 

1 . Constitution . — Officers borne on the approved lists of U. D. Cs Grade 
Immediately before the appointed day shall form the Select List for the Upper 
Division Grade on such date- 

2. Maintenance. — (1) Subject to the provision Of slab-regulation (2), additions 
to the Select List after its constitution under regulation 1 shall be made In such 
numbers as the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) may determine from time 
to time keeping in view the existing and anticipated vacancies and In equal, 
proportion from — 

(a) permanent officers of the Lower Division Grade who have rendered not 

less than 8 years’ approved service in order of seniority in the Grade 
subject to the rejection of the unfit; and 

(b) members of the Lower Division Grade selected on the results of the 

limited departmental competitive examinations held by the Ministry 
of Railways (Railway Board) for this purpose from time to time 
In the order of their merit. 

Persons of the two categories referred to above shall be Included In the Select 
List by taking alternatively one person from category (a) and one from category 
(b) and so on In that order. 

(2) Until the results of the first limited competitive examination referred to 
in the preceding sub-regulation are announced, additions to the Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade may to the extent existing vacancies necessitate thl* 
be made from amongst permanent officers of the Lower Division Grade who have 
rendered not less than 8 years’ approved service in that Grade, in the order of 
their seniority subject to the rejection of the unfit. 

(3) The rules for the limited competitive examination referred to In sub- 
regulation (1) shall be as determined by the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board). 
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3. Seniority, — (1) Officers included in the Select List for the Grade constituted 
under regulation 1 shall be senior to those included therein after such constitution- 

(2) Officers included in the Select List under regulation 2 shall rank inter ae 
in the order in which they are included in the Select List- 

4. Removal of names from the Select List. — (1) Subject to the exceptions made 
under sub-regulation (3), an officer included in the Select List for the Grade shall 
continue to be included in such list till he is substantively appointed to that Grade. 

(2) Officers Included in the Select List for the Grade who cannot be appointed 
to that grade or who are reverted therefrom for want of vacancies will continue 
to be included in such list and retain the seniority assigned to them in the 
Select List, : 

(3) The names of persons of the following categories shall be removed from 
the Select List ; 

(a) persons substantively appointed to the Grade; 

(b) persons transferred to another service or post; 

(cl persons who die or retire from service or post whose services are 
otherwise terminated; 

(d) (i) persons officiating in the Upper Division Grade beyond the period 
of trial specified In rule 11 who are reverted therefrom as a result 
of departmental enquiry or proceedings under Discipline and Appeal 
Rules for Railway Service; or 

(ii) persons who either during or at the end of period of trial in the 
Upper Division Grade prescribed in rule 11 are reverted therefrom 
under sub-rule (4) of rule 13 on the ground of unfitness to continue 
in that Grade; or 

(iiil persons not yet promoted to the Upper Division Grade who on an 
annual review of the Select List are found, because of deteriora- 
tion in their record and/or conduct since inclusion in the List to 
have fallen below the required standard.

G.SR, 682. — In pursuance of sub-rule (l) of rule 8 of the Indian Adminis- 
trative Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, the Central Government, in consulta- 
tion with the State Governments and the Union Public Service Commission, 
hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Indian Adminis- 
trative Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regulations, 1953, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Administrative Service 
(Appointment by Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regula- 
tions, 1958, — 

(1) regulation 4 shall be omitted; 

(2) in regulation 8, — 

(a) for dub-feguliatldris (1) and (2), the following sub-regulations shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

"(1) Each Committee shall ordinarily meet at intervals not exceed- 
ing one year and prepare a list of such members of the State 

Civil Service as are held by them to be suitable for promotion to 
to the Service. The nllmber Of members of the State Civil 
Service included in the list shall not be more than twice the

number of substantive vacancies anticipated in the course of 
the period of twelve months, commencing from the date of 
preparation of the list, in the posts available for them 
under rule 9 of the Recruitment Rules, or 10 per cent of 
the senior posts shown against items 1 and 2 of the cadre sche- 
dule of each State or group of States, whichever is greater. 

<2) The Committee shall consider, for inclusion in the said list, the 
cases of members of State Civil Service in order of seniority in 
the State Civil Service upto a number not less than live times the 
number referred to in sub-regulation ( 1 ): 

Provided that, in computing the number for inclusion in the field of 
consideration, the number of officers referred to In Sub-regula- 
tion (3) shall be excluded: 

Provided further that the Committee shall not consider the case of a member 
of the State Civil Service unless, on the first day of the January of the year in 
which it meets, he is substantive In the State Civil Service and has completed 
not less than eight years of continuous service (whether officiating or substan- 
tive) in a post of Deputy Collector or any other post or posts declared equival- 
ent thereto by the Government. 

(3) The Committee shall not ordinarily consider the cases of the members of 
the State Civil Service who have attained the age of 52 years on the first day of 
January of the year in which it meets: 

Provided that a member ot the State Civil Service whose name appears in 
the select list in force Immediately before the date of the meeting of the Com- 
mittee shall be considered for inclusion In the fresh list, to be prepared by the 
Committee, even if he has in the mean while attained the age of 52 years. 

(4) The selection for inclusion in such list shall be based on merit and suit- 
ability In all respects;” 

(b) the existing sub-regulations (3), (4) and (5) shall be re-numbered as 
sub-regulations (5), ( 6 ) and (7) respectively.

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Police Service (Appointment 
by Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 
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2, In the Indian Police Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regulations, 
1955,— 

(1) regulation 4 shall be omitted; 

(2) In regulation 5,— 

(a) for sub-regulations (1) and (2), the following sub-regulation® shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(1) Each Committee shall ordinarily meet at intervals not exceeding one 
year and prepare a list of such members of the State Police Service 
as are held by them to be suitable for promotion to the Service. 
The number of members of the State Police Service included in the 
list shall not be more than twice the number of substantive vacan- 
cies anticipated In the course of the period of twelve months, com- 
mencing from the date of preparation of the list, in the posts 
available for them under rule 9 of the Recruitment Rules, or 10 
per cent of the senior posts shown against items 1 and 2 of the 
cadre schedule of each State or group of States, whichever Is 
greater. 

<2) The Committee shall consider, for Inclusion in the said list, the cases 
of members of State Police Service in order of seniority in the 
State Police Service upto a number not less than five times the 
number referred to in sub-regulation (1); 

Provided that, in computing the number for inclusion in the field of con- 
sideration, the number of officers referred to in sub-regulation (3) 
shall be excluded: 

Provided further that the Committee shall not consider the case of a mem- 
ber of the State Police Service unless, on the first day of the January 
of the year In which it meets, he is substantive in the State Police 
Service and has completed not less than eight years of continuous 
service (whether officiating or substantive) in a post of Deputy Sup- 
erintendent of Police. 

Explanation . — In computing the period of service of eight years, any service 
rendered in any post essentially involving police duties in one or more non- 
police departments, shall be taken into consideration, if such post ts declared by 
the State Government with the prior concurrence of the Central Government as 
equivalent to that of a Deputy Superintendent of Police. 

(3) The Committee shall not ordinarily consider the cases of the members 

of the State Police Service who have attained the age of 52 years on 
the first day of January of the year in which it meets : 

Provided that a member of the State Police Service whose name appears In 
the select list in force Immediately before the date of the meeting of 
the Committee shall be considered for inclusion in the fresh list, to 
be prepared by the Committee, even If he has in the meanwhile 
attained the age of 52 years. 

(4) The selection for inclusion in such list shall be based on merit and 

suitability In all respects”; 

<b) the existing sub-regulations (3), (4) and (6) shall be re numbered an 
sub-regulations (5). (6) and (7) respectively.

New Delhi, the '25th April 1970 

G.S.R. 660 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
75, read with sub-section (3) of section 160, of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 

1962) and section 37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944) the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Cus- 
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toms and Central Excise Duties Export Drawback (General) Rules, 19G0, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export
